RULE  1. 

Sessions  and  Meetings. 

(a)  Stati'd  meetings  of  the  ('oiiiniission  will  he  held  in  ils  olliec's 
in  the  ('a|)itol  at  Haj-rishnig  eaeh  week  comineneing  at  1 :0()  P.  iM.  on 
Vonday. 

(h)  Hearings  at  whieh  tesliinony  is  to  he  taken  will  he  held  on 
Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  of  eaeh  week. 

(c)  Argninents  before  the  entire  Connnission  v.  ill  he  held  on  the 
first,  second  and  third  Mondays  of  eaeh  month  at  1 :.‘!t)  P.  i\I. 

fd)  When  Monday  is  a holiday,  meetings  will  he  held  and  argu- 
ments heard  on  the  following  day. 

RULE  2. 

Complaints — Form. 

(a)  All  complaint.^  must  be  by  petition  sworn  to  by  the  coni]jlain- 
ant.  No  particular  form  is  required ; the  Commission  will  upon  re- 
quest furnish  blank  forms. 


Contents. 

fb)  The  complaint  must  set  forth  the  name  and  address  of  the 
complainant,  and  of  his  attorney,  if  any,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
])ublic  service  conqiany  comjdained  against  and  the  nature  and  char- 
acter of  its  business;  a concise  statement  of  all  the  material  facts 
upon  which  the  coni]daint  is  founded;  if  a violation  of  any  statute  or 
ruling  or  order  of  the  Commission  is  complained  of,  a reference  to 
the  section  of  the  statute  or  particular  ruling  or  order  of  the  Com- 


mission.

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Additional  Copies. 

(c)  In  addition  to  the  original  verified  complaint,  three  copies 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  and  in  case  more  than  one  public  service 
com])any  is  named  as  respondent,  an  addilional  co{*y  for  each  addi- 
tional respondent. 

Service. 

(d)  A copy  of  the  comi»lain1  will  be  forwarded  by  fhe  Co?iimission 
to  each  of  the  pnblic  service  companies  complained  of,  accompanied 
by  a notice  from  the  Commission  calling  npon  such  company  to 
satisfy  the  complaint  or  answer  the  same  in  writing,  nnder  oath, 
Avithin  snch  time  as  may  be  s])ecified  in  said  notice. 

Answer. 

ie)  'riie  aiiswei'.  duly  veriUed,  imisi  s|»cci fir;i I ly  admit  or  deny  Ihe 
material  allegations  of  Ihe  complaint  and  nnist  clearly  set  forth  the 
facts  npon  which  res]>ondent  relies.  Three  copies  of  the  answer 
slinll  l)(“  tiled  with  the  original  and  one  copy  serv(*d  by  tin-  respondent 
on  the  adv(“i‘se  parly  j»ersonally  or  by  registered  mail  and  due  proof 
of  such  service  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Demurrer. 

If)  Any  respondent  tieeming  the  complaint,  insulticienf  to  show 
a bi’eaeh  of  legal  <lnty  or  desiring  to  set  np  the  absence  of  power  or 
anihority  in  the  Commission  to  determine  such  complaint  may,  in- 
st(“ad  of  ansAveidng.  serve  on  the  coni|)la inant  as  answei's  are  I'C- 
(piired  to  be  served  and  file  with  the  Commission,  within  the  time 
specified  in  the  notice  to  satisfy  or  answer,  its  claim  of  insulYlciency 
or  absence  of  such  power  or  authority,  and  for  ihe  ]mrpose  of  dis^ 
posing  of  the  questions  thereby  raised,  the  facts  stated  in  the  com^ 
plaint  will  be  deemed  to  be  admitted.  Proof  of  service  of  the  de- 
murrer  upon  the  complainant  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Hearings. 

tg)  Tf  from  a consideration  of  the  complaint  and  answer,  or 
otherwise,  the  Commission  determines  that  reasonable  .ground  exists 
for  investigating  the  complaint,  a time  and  place  for  hearing  will  be 
fixed  and  notice  thereof  given  to  the  complainant  and  the  respondent. 

Evidence. 

(h)  The  complainant  must  establish  by  evidence  the  facts  alleged 
in  the  petition  unless  the  respondent  admits  the  same,  except  where 
the  burden  of  proof  is  imposed  by  law  upon  the  public  service  com- 
pany complained  against.  Verified  copies  of  all  documents  may  be 
substituted  for  originals  which  have  been  offered  in  evidence. 
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RULE  3. 

Applications  for  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  or  of  Valua- 
tion— Form. 

(a)  All  applications  for  Certificates  of  Public  Convenience  or  Cer- 
tificates of  Valuation  required  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  The 
Public  Service  Company  Law  must  be  by  petition  duly  verified  and 
Such  petition  shall  contain  all  the  information  called  for  in  the  sug- 
gested forms  set  forth  in  Appendix  A of  these  rules. 

(b)  Certified  copies  of  contracts,  agreements,  etc.,  entered  into 
t)y  the  parties  must  be  filed  as  exhibits  together  ^ ith  the  originals, 
tvhich  originals  Avill  be  returned  to  the  applicant.  The  petition  need 
not  contain  exhibits  which  have  theretofore  been  filed  if  reference  is 
made  to  the  proceeding  in  which  same  were  filed. 

(c)  With  the  original  petition  three  copies  thereof  shall  be  filed, 
one  of  wlii(  li  shall  coiilaiu  (()j)ies  of  all  exliibits.  A tiling  fee  of  ti\e 
dollars  for  Certificates  of  Public  Convenience  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  Certificates  of  Valuation  must  accompany  the  petitions.  If  feeds 
paid  by  check  same  should  be  made  payable  to  State  Treasurer. 

RULE  4. 

Petition  for  Determination  of  Damages  in  Crossing  Proceedings. 

Claims  for  damages  to  property  arising  under  the  provisions  of 
The  Public  Service  Company  Law  relating  to  crossings  shall  be  by 
petition,  in  substantial  accordance  with  the  suggested  form  contained 
in  Appendix  A to  these  Rules. 

This  petition  will  be  sent  out  for  answer  by  the  Commission  and  set 
for  liearing  on  the  question  of  the  amount  of  damages  at  such  lime 
as  shall  be  convenient.  Petitioners  for  damages  may  also  appear 
and  pi-esent  testimony  at  all  hearings  involving  said  cro.ssing. 

RULE  5. 

Certificates  of  Notification. 

The  Bureau  of  Accounts  and  Statistics  will  furnish  blank  forms 
as  pre.scribed  and  adopted  by  tlie  Commission.  A filing  fee  of  ten 
dollars  is  required  on  each  Certiticate  of  Notification. 

RULE  6. 

General  Tariff  Procedure. 

The  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  matter  of  establishing  excur- 
sion fares,  rates  and  fares  on  newly  constructed  lines,  restricting  the 
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number  and  character  of  tariffs  and  their  posting,  the  issuing  of  con- 
currences and  granting  of  Power  of  Attorney,  the  filing  and  posting 
of  tariff's  and  siipplenients  and  all  general  matters  relating  to  tariff's 
and  schednles  are  set  forth  in  various  orders  and  rnlings  of  the  Com- 
mission ennmerated  in  Appendix  B of  tliese  rnlc-s — specific  infor- 
mal ion  will  be  fnrnished  njton  reqnest  b}'  the  Bnrean  of  Kates  and 
Tariff's. 


RULE  7. 


Changes  in  Tariffs  or  Schedules. 

(a)  A])plication  by  a Public  Service  Com])any  for  ]»ermission  to 
luake  chang(*s  in  tariff's  or  scliednles  itjion  less  tlian  thirty  days’ 
notices  or  upon  oilier  eonditioiis  shall  be  by  jietitioii,  which  shall  con- 
lain  the  information  called  for  in  the  form  jirescrihed  by  the  Com- 
mission and  set  forih  in  Ajijiendix  A of  these  rules. 

lb)  A]i]dication  by  a Public  Service  (.’omjiany  for  permission  to 
cliange  or  disconlinne  any  rate,  jiractice  or  classification,  wliich  shall 
have  been  didermined  by  the  (Commission,  within  a ]ieriod  of  three 
years  after  such  determination,  shall  he  by  jietition,  of  which  thirty 
days’  ]irior  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  [inhlic. 


RULE  8. 

Petitions  for  Reparation. 

A])plication  by  any  shijijiei',  consumer,  user  or  iiatron  for  an  order 
of  i-eiiaration  against  any  jmblic  service  cojnpany  sliall  be  by  petition, 
which  shall  contain  the  information  called  for  in  the  forms  pre- 
scribed by  I he  Commission.  Blank  fonns  will  he  fnrnished  upon 
reipiest. 

RULE  9. 

. Continuance  of  Hearings. 

A]»])lications  for  continuance  of  hearings  must  be  in  wnating  and 
av(*r  the  necessity  for  such  continuance.  No  siicli  application  wdll 
he  considered  nnhss  it  has  hemi  snhinilted  to  the  adviO'se  ]»arty  for 
his  aiijiroval  or  objection. 

RULE  10. 

Subpoenas. 

la)  In  all  jiroceedings  the  Secietary  will  upon  Aviitten  reqnest 
issue*  snb]ioenas  excejit  a subpoena  (Jiices  trrinii. 

Subpoena  Duces  Tecum. 

(b)  A])i)lication  for  a subpoena  (hicrs  treum  shall  be  made  by  jie- 
tit  ion  (d’  the  party  desiring  same,  which  petition  shall  clearly  set 


forth  the  books,  papers  and  records  desired  and  the  necessity  theie- 
for.  A copy  of  the  petition  sliall  be  served  by  the  applicant  upon 
llie  adverse  jiarty  at  tlie  time  of  tlie  tilinis  of  tlie  iietitioii; 

RULE  11. 

Briefs. 

iai  (tn  all  contesfetl  cases  pi-inted  briefs  shail  be  tiled  tuib'ss 
tvaived  by  the  ('ominission.

(b)  ih“inted  briefs  shall  be  nine  inches  loiij^,  six  inches  wide*,  with 
a margin  of  not  b‘ss  than  one  inch.

(di  Briefs  shall  be  tiled  and  served  njion  the  adverse  party  l»\ 
the  Jiarty  njion  whom  the  burden  of  jiroof  rests  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  transcrijit  of  testimony  is  tiled,  and  by  the  other  jiarty 
within  ten  days  of  the  receijit  of  the  adverse  Inief.  Fifteen  cojdes 
of  each  brief  shall  be  tiled  for  the  nse  of  the  ('ommission,  and  three 
cojdes  served  njion  the  advcM-se  jiaity. 

RULE  12. 

Re-hearing. 

(a  I Ajijdication  for  reheaidng  shall  be  by  petition  and  mnst  be 
tiled  within  fifteen  da\s  of  the  leceijit  of  the  order,  timling  or  de- 
termination of  the  ('ommission. 

(b|  The  jKdition  shall  contain  in  detail  the  grounds  upon  which 
the  ajijdication  is  based  and  the  allegations  of  error  in  tin*  timlings 
of  fact  or  conclnsions  of  law,  stating  the  reasons  in  each  instance. 

lei  The  ajijdicant  shall  serve  njion  each  jiarty  to  the  jirocet'ding 
a cojiy  of  the  jietition  for  rehearing,  and  tile  immediati'ly  with  the 
('ommission  jiroof  of  such  service. 

(d)  Answer  or  protest  to  jietition  for  rehearing  shall  lie  tih'd  with 
the  Commission  and  served  njion  the  petitioners  within  five  days  of 
the  date  of  service.  Tf  deemed  necessary  by  tin*  ('ommission,  a time 
and  jilace  for  bearing  of  argnment  will  be  fixed. 


RULE  13. 

Rescission  or  Modification  of  Orders,  Etc. 

Application  for  modification  or  rescission  of  any  finding,  deterinina* 
tion  or  order  shall  be  by  petition,  and  shall  specifically  state  the 
proceeding  in  which  the  order,  etc.,  was  made,  quoting  in  full  the 
order,  etc.,  and  giving  in  detail  a statement  of  the  facts  relied  upon 
to  support  the  petition. 

The  procedure  with  respect  to  filing,  service  and  argument  on 
such  petition  shall  be  the  same  as  on  petition  for  rehearing. 

RULE  14. 

Compliance  With  Orders  of  the  Commission. 

Upon  the  issuance  of  an  order  against  any  public  service  com- 
pany, such  company  must  immediately  upon  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  order,  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  of 
the  action  taken. 

Where  rates  are  prescribed  by  the  Commission  in  its  report  and 
order,  they  shall  be  promulgated  by  the  company  in  duly  published, 
filed  and  posted  tarilfs  or  supplements  to  tariffs  and  notice  in  dupli- 
cate shall  be  sent  to  the  Commission  stating  that

plement No to  Tariff,  P.  S.  C Pa. 

No ” 

accompanied  by  two  copies  of  such  tariff  or  supplement.  The  tariffs 
or  supplements  required  to  accompany  such  notices  as  above  indi- 
cated will  be  in  addition  fo  the  tariff  regularly  filed  with  the  Bureau 
of  Rates  and  Tariffs. 

Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  order,  such  tariff  or  supplement 
must  be  made  effective  upon  statutory  notice  to  the  Commission  and 
to  the  public,  and,  whether  made  effective  on  statutory  notices  or 
less  than  statutory  notice,  or  under  authority  granted  in  the  order, 
shall  bear  on  its  title  page  notation: 

“Item pages , in  compliance  with  order 

of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Pennsylvania  of , 19. .,  in  No ” 

(When  the  tariff  or  supplement  contains  only  the  rates 

ordered,  the  words  “Items , pages ” may  be 

omitted.) 

If  the  order  of  the  Commission  affects  any  individual  item  or  items 
in  a tariff,  such  items  shall  be  connected  with  the  above  notation  by 
suitable  references,  and  shall  be  repeated  in  each  reissue  thereof 
during  the  period  of  effectiveness  of  the  Commission’s  order.
